We have 
no right to wrong coming generations 
of that which begets the abundant 
rainfall and preserves tbe fullness of 
the water courses. It would bea good 
thing for the country if there were 
more rigid legislation in every State 
on this matter, which is of such vital 
importance to the whole people.

OUR TELEPHONE SYSTEM. 


Improvements being Made and 
Coutemplated, 

A Times reporter in company with Mr. 
R. A. Brown, the manager of the telephone 
-system of this city, yesterday visited 
the new offices of the company, located in 
the Moore building on Court street. Mr. 
Brown is the successor of Mr. Lawrence 
in the general management of this district, 
and comes here from Sacramento, where 
he had charge of the company’s office for 
a year and a-half. The new offices willfbe 


titted up handsomely and are in every 
respect far better than the old quarters 
in the telegraph office. There are two 
rooms, one of which will be private, 


for the use of custoniers, the other 
is to be occupied solely by the 
operators. The employees of _ the 


company have been busily engaged for 
several days past in making the necessary 
connections and stretching the cables 
along Main and Spring streets. One great 
improvement in the office will be the new 
style of switchboard—a late patent which 
possesses many advantages. By the use 
of it much delay will be saved and con- 
nections made far more promptly than 
heretofore. All the latest improvements 
in the telephone are rapidly being intro- 
duced on the Pacific Coast,and the service 
will soon be almost perfect. The company 
has at present about 175 connections in 
this city, with orders ahead which will 
soon bring the number up to 200. Outside 
the city they have connections with Pasa- 
dena, Sierra Madre Villa, San Gabriel 
and a dozen or more ranches in the 


neighborhood; also, with Santa Ana, 
Orange, Anaheim, Downey, Compton, 
Wilmington, San Pedro and Santa 
Monica. 


It is the intention at an early day to 
make district circuits and have a messen- 
ger service, as has been successfully done 
in other cities. Under the new arrange- 
ment the switch clerks will not be obliged 
to answer back when asked to connect 
and thus much time will be saved. It is 
quite probable that before much time 


settlements of Southern California will 
be connected with this city by telephone— 
much toour advantage from a commer- 
cial point of view. The general manager 
of the company, Mr. John J. Sabine, is 
taking great interest in outside exchanges 
and will do all in his power to extend 
them. The public will appreciate all 
changes for the better.
